Motor vehicles 


of an approximate value of $30,000, 
the commissioner says, are 
stolen 


every day In the United States, de- 
spite all measures taken to check the 
thievery. 
Larg numbers of persons 


thrive as a result of the traffic. 
The plan is this: 


'• A car is stolen in Chicago. 
If the 


numbers are changed one of two 
things happens, either a duplicate of 
some other number is made or a fake 
number, one that the manufacturer 
never placed on a car. 
When the 


car la sold and re-registered in any 
•tate some number must be given. A 
duplicate number will Immediately be 
•caught and the two or more cars 
carrying that number will be thor- 
oughly Investigated. A fake number 
will show up just as quickly and be 
looked Into. 
If the number is not 


changed there -will be a report of the 
number on the commission's records 
as that of a. stolen car and when the 
lame number is registered again from 
the same state or ony other it will im- 
mediately be caught. 


The lack of any national clearance 


gystem in the past has been one of the 
largest contributing factors in making 
this lawlessness easy and profitable 
Mr. Van Cortland states. 
With the 


commission's national clearance sys- 
tem 
Irf operation a car stolen in 


Maine, the numbers changed and the 
car sold and registered in'California 
would1 immediately b« caught, he as- 
lerts.

British Policy 


In India Failure 


MADRAS, India, March 
3.—The 


policy adopted by the British govern- 
ment in InJia is characterized as a 
failure in an editorial in the current 
j=sue of the Indian Review, signed by 
G. A. Natesan, its editor. The maga- 
zine is one of the most conservative 
of the publications issued by Indiana. 
Its comment is regarded here as in- 
dicating, to some extent, the attitude 
of the leaders of the Moderate party 
who heretofore have remained loyal 
to British rule. It has been claimed 
here that the government of India is 
losing the confidence of the leaders of 
this party because of what is called 
here its "policy of repression." 
The 


editorial writer says in part: 
"In launching a policy of wholesale 
repression and indiscriminate arrests 
the government has played into the 
hands of non-co-operators. 
Repres- 


sion everywhere has been a failure. 
It has failed in Egypt and in Ireland 
and it is bound to fail in India, espe- 
cially in the India after the war. Such 
a policy defeats, its own object by in- 
creasing the tejision, alienating the 
popular sympathy and aggrevating 
the general unrest. 
"By their grave blunder the bu- 
reaucracy has helped to make what 
might have been a. partial or unsuc- 
cessful hartal in connection with the 
Prince's (ol Wales) visit, into a com- 
plete one—a result in itself deeply to 
be deplored. 
"Surely, one may ask, is it policy or 


panic to" haul up men like C. H- Das 
and Motilai Xchru with the thou- 
sands that follow their lead and give 
them a ready handle for civil disobe- 
dience. 
Already 
hundreds 
have 


courted arrest and flocked to the jail 
and it is clear that more are ready 
to follow. 
It would be disastrous to 


experiment on anything like a trial 
of strength at a juncture like this.

Tropical Dangers 


NEW YORK. March 2.—Dr. Henry 


H. Rusby ia turning over tft-Cofum- 
bia University today data which will 
bo of value to -scientists, but of far 
more Interest to the layman seems 
Dr. Kusby'a report of hie trip through 
l.COO miles o fdank. poisonous, tropi- 
cal sllras whore at times it was diffi- 
cult to distinguish a hanging vine 
from a sleeping: serpent. 


Dr. Rusby, who Is C7 years old and 
lives at 776 De Oraw avenue, Newark 
was the chief of the Mulford biologi- 
cal expedition which left New 
last summer to seek vegetable growths 
for medicinal uses. -With seven com- 
panions he set out for South. Ameri- 
ca crossed the Andes and had reached 
Bolivia before the veteran explorer 
was stricken with neuritis. 


He gradually became almosi par- 


alyzed in one leg and a little later he 
began to suffer also from a tooth, a 
nerve of which v.-as exposed. To re- 
lieve the pain he used his tongue to 
hold arsenic against -the tooth. The 
arsenic finally was absorbed into his 
system and he was worse off than 
ever. 


It was In this condition that Dr. 


Rusby, refusing offers of companion- 
ship, urged his companions to proceed 
with the expedition while he return- 
ed and .sought relief. 


He took up his route over unchart- 


ed- wilds, with only a compass to 
guide him. 
Nevpr a white man did 


he eee—and only occasionally a na- 
tive. 


By land and water he made his -way 
to a small Brazilian stream which 
carried him to a settlement Manoas. 
which wag, he said, once perhaps the 
most important point in the world for 
shipping rubber, but now it is only a 
dead village because the East Indies 
have come into 
the 
market 
with 
cheaper rubber that is better. 
At 


Manoas Dr. Rusby found a hospital, 
rest and temporary relief. 


Dr. Rusby said he had not ascer- 


tained the value of drugs his party 
discovered. 
"When I left," he ex- 


plained, "our collection included 25,- 
000 winds of insect-;, several hundred 
species of fishes, 100 reptiles and 
some 12 000 botanical specimens." 


Having made a similar trip "in 18S5. 


Dr. Rusby took particu'ar interest 
in pointing out the difference be- 
tween the South America of that time 
and the South America of today. 


"About the one thin* that impress- 


ed me most," he said, "was the ab- 
sence of savages this time. They are 
all civilized or half civilized now. 
Some told me they did not know what 
had become of th° really wild gay- 
ages. 
Others said they had gone 


deeper into the wilderness. I beileve 
they have died off or entered a state 
of semi- civilization.' '
